NONFICTION 


Goldbloom, Alton. Small patients; the 
autobiography of a children’s doctor. Lip- 
pincott, $4.50. March 25. 

A pediatrician whose first love was for the 
stage tells a moving tale of his early years 
in Canada and New England, his adventures 
as a stock company actor, and his eventual 
decision to specialize in children’s medicine. 
As a Jew whose father had migrated to 
Montreal from Lithuania around 1880, he 
encountered prejudice, especially at the be- 
ginning of his professional career, but his 
success with children gradually won over 
their parents and his practice flourished. Not 
only a personal record, but a review of the 
phenomenal advances in the medical treat- 
ment of babies and children over the last 
40 years. 


Howard, Leslie Ruth. A quite remarkable 
father: the biography of Leslie Howard. 
Harcourt, $4.75. March 25. 

In a careful and orderly fashion Leslie 
Howard’s daughter and namesake sets down 
the facts of the celebrated actor’s life from 
his parents’ elopement to his untimely death. 
The daughter’s self-portrait, in which she 
pictures herself as a precocious, spoiled child 
and the apple of her father’s eye, is by far the 
clearest one in the book; the father she adored 
and monopolized seems a cardboard figure 
except for the epilog, where, in comparatively 
few eloquent, heartfelt words the author re- 
veals a warm, lovable man and an actor whose 
offhand air masked hard work and painstak- 
ing devotion to his craft. To be illustrated 
with photographs which should help to ani- 
mate a biography whose subject will appeal 
to a wide audience. 


Love, Edmund G. War is a private affair. 
Harcourt, $3.75. April 22. 

Humorous, ironic, and sober incidents that 
came into the author’s ken during World War 
II. Particularly memorable are the accounts 
of a kleptomaniac whose quest for souvenirs 
made him a formidable combat soldier, an 
infantry platoon which assumed the care of 
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an infant refugee during the battle of Oki- 
nawa, and an ex-football hero whose army 
career was ruined by reptiles. Some of the 
author’s personal experiences as a member of 
a chemical warfare unit and as a combat 
historian in the South Pacific are equally 
entertaining. 


Schildkraut, Joseph and Lania, Leo. My 
father and I. Viking, $3.95. April 6. 

An appreciative portrait of his actor-father 
by the son who also became a renowned per- 
former. Joseph Schildkraut follows the career 
of his father Rudolf from its beginning with 
a traveling company of players to his later 
triumphs in Salzburg, Vienna, Berlin, and the 
US. His father’s warm personality, genius, 
and eccentricities are presented in a dramatic 
and flattering light. Similarly, the author’s 
own stage career is traced from his first bit 
parts to what he considers the culmination of 
his professional life: the role of Otto Frank 
in The diary of Anne Frank. Some of the 
humorous touches seem stereotyped. For 
biography and theater devotees.

Buck, Pearl (Sydenstricker). Command 
the morning. Day, $4.50. May 4. 

This stars fictitious characters but traces 
actual events in its portrayal of the group of 
scientists who, in Chicago on December 2, 
1942, ushered in the atomic age by producing 
the first self-sustaining chain reaction. Rang- 
ing from Chicago to Oak Ridge and from 
Washington to Los Alamos the novel em- 
phasizes the changes in the private and 
professional lives of persons burdened with 
awesome responsibility and gnawing guilt. 
The author has diligently explored the back- 
ground of her story, and, although the char- 
acterizations are commonplace, the novel 
sustains interest. 


Oliver, Jane, pseud. The lion and the rose. 
Putnam, $3.95. April 10. 

A Scottish novelist’s partisan interpretation 
of Mary Stuart’s fateful years in Scotland 
presents the queen as an ardent, spontaneous 
woman, too trusting for her own good, always 
ready to grant a pardon, accept a traitor’s 
protestations of loyalty, and believe the best 
of everyone. The murders of Rizzio and of 
Lord Darnley, of which her enemies made 
much capital, are reasonably explained so 
that Mary is exonerated and Darnley re- 


vealed as the victim of a plot in which he 
himself was one of the leading conspirators. 


Stone, Philip Alston. No place to run. 
Viking, $3.75. April 16. 

A novel rich in mature insights and descrip- 
tive power unravels the tangled political and 
social skein of a present-day Mississippi com- 
munity as it chronicles the gubernatorial 
campaign of Gene (The White People’s 
Choice) Massie. The subterfuges which 
Massie employs to gain victory and his un- 
scrupulousness, swathed in geniality, cause 
violent repercussions in his own life and in 
the lives of those who despise or revere his 
power. An integrated work in which each 
person and scene possesses significance.
